American Wines,

The Pall Mall Gazettee says:—*“The wines
of America, or rather the exproased juice of
grapes of that great continent, are but littla

nown to us, A few have suffered from
perhaps, Catawba, and very few have hoard
more of Senppernong than Longfellow has to
say about it, which i8 not much. When such
disturbing influences to the vine and ite
Blakes ns the scratching buffalocs and the
wild Apaches and Comanches are improved
off the Western distriets, the Mesilla valle
of the Rio Grande, where it passes lhmugﬂ
New Moxico, will, it is said, be one great
Rheingno. The valley is two hundred miles
long and five miles broad. Dr. Bell, who
wrote “New Tracks in North Amerjes,”
strongly recommends the district to German
emigrants who are acoustomed to the onliiva-
tion of the vine, The present prices of
‘wine’ in the Btates are certainly encouraging
to the husbandmen of the Saar and the
Mosells. Missouri or Ohio ‘champagne’ sells
at from two to four dollars the gotua. and
‘the few good still wines made at Cincinnati
bring exorbitant prices,” California liquids
of the sawe description are inferior, but just
as dear, and will not keep without doctoring.
Not so, it is said, the juice of the Rio Grande
gropes, most of which came originally from
Bpain, and yield a full-flavored wine, which
bas been compared to a medium Sauterns,
minus the sweet taste, with the addition of
what we have agroed to call ‘body.’ Some of
these Rio Grande wines aro also said to re-
mind tlm{mlnta of Madeira. The few vine-
ards that now dot this valley are not very
ighly prized by its oultivators, the Mexicans
aud Pueblo Indians. They do not even prop
up the vines, but allow the grapes to lie and
ripen in the hot dust,”
